brought out co ir Corn, almoft every day, and in good 

and ca it in at night. é 

— is a ftrait Hole in every Ants· Neſt, about half 
an Inch deep; and then it goes down floping into a place 
where they have their Magazine, which I take to be 
a different place from that where they reft and eat. For 
tis highly improbable that an Ant, which is a very neat 
Infe&, and throws out of her Neft all che {mall Remains 
of the Corn on which fhe feeds, as I have obferved a 
thoufand times, — fill up her Magazine, and ſpoil her 
Corn with Naftinefs. 

The Corn, that is laid up by Ants, would fhoot under 
Ground, if thofe Inſects did not take care to prevent it. 
They.cut off allthe. Buds before they lay it up 5.and 
therefore the Corn that has lain in their Nefts, will pro- 
duce nothing. Any one may eafily make this Experi- 
ment, and even plainly fee that there is no Bud in their 

Corn. But tho’ the Bud be cut off , there remains ano- 
ther Inconvenience. That Corn muft needs {well and rot 
under Ground ; and therefore it could be of no uſe for 
the Nourifhment of Ants. Thofe Infeés prevent that In- 
convenience by their Labour and Induftry , and contrive 

ethe Matter fo, that Corn will keep as dry in their Nefts as 
in our Granaries. 

They gather many fmall Particles of dry Earth, which 
they bring every day out of their Holes and place them 
round to heat them in the Sun! “Every Ant brings'a{mall 
Particle oft hat Earth with herPiricérs,lays it by the Hole, 
and then goes and ‘fetches another. Thus, in lef$thana

: Seal Particles of dry Earth feap'd up round the Hole. 

© They lay their Corn under Ground upon that Earth , and 
cover it with the fame. They perform’d this Work: al- 
moft every day , during the’Heet of the Sun ; and tho’ 

-the Sun went from the Window about Three or Four a 

“Glock in the’ Afternoon, they did not remove their Corn 

vand their Parti¢les of Earth, becaufe the Ground was ve- 


ry'hor, till che Heat was over. Gusl oO) bVOrRs 
«Tf any one ſhould think chat thofe Animals fhould ufe 
Sand, or {mall Particles of Brick or Stone , rather thah 
‘take fo much pains about dry Earth ; I anfwer, that upon 
fuch an Occafion nothing can be more proper than Earth 
‘heated in the Sun. Corn does not keep upon Sand : Be- 
tides, a Grain of Corn that is cut, being deprived of its 
Bud, would’ be fill'd wich ſmall fandy Particles, thac 
could not eafily come out. To'which Tadd, that Sand 
confifts of fuch. {mall Particles,’ that an’ Ant could not 
take them up one after another ; and therefore thofe In- 
fetts are feldom to be {een near Rivers, or in a very San- 
“dy Ground. a / SOD 3 : 4 i; 
As for the {mall Particles of Brick or Scone , the leaft 
Moiftnefs would join them together , and turn them into 
a kind of Maftick , which thoſe Infe&s could not divide. 
Thofe Particles fticking together , could not come out of 
‘an Ants-Neft, and would f{poil'its Symmetry. 
When Ants have brought out thofe Particles of Earth, 
they bring out their Corn aftér the fame manner,and place 
it round that’Earth : Thus one may fee Two Heaps fur- 
rounding their Hole, one of dry Earth, and the ocher of 
Cotn ; and then they ferch out a Remainder of dry Earth, 


out their Wealth all at once, but by 
all Quantity, and without any greac 


on which doubtlefs their Corn was laid up. qrsiie 
Thoſe Infe&s ever —2 this Work but when the 
Weather is clear, and the Sunvery hor. I obferv'd, chat 
thofe little Animals having one day brought out’ their 
Corn at Eleven a Clock in the Forenoon , removed it; 
ainft their ufual Cuftom, before One in the Afternoon ¢ 
he Sun being very hot, and the Sky very clear, I could 
perceive no Reafon for it. But half an Hour after, the 
Sky began to be overcaft, and there fell a {mall Rain, 
which the Ants forefaw ; whereas the Milan-Almanack 
bad foretold that there would be no Rain upon ‘that

Tho Ants are very knowa 
ing, I don’t take them to be Conyjurers ; and therefore 
they could not guefs that I had put fome Corn in that 
Room. I perceived for feveral Days that they were v 
much perplexed, and went a great way to fetch their Pro- 
vifions. I was not willing for fome time to make them 
more ealy ; for [had a Mind to know whether the would 
at laft find out the Treafure, and fee it at a great Diftance 
and whether Smelling enabled them to know what is 
good for their Nourifhment. Thus they were fome time 
in great Trouble, and took a great deal of Pains: The 
went up and down @-great-way looking out for fome 
Grains of Corn : They were fometimes difappointed, and 
fometimes they did. nct Jike their Corn after many Jon 
and painful Rambles... What appeared to me wonderfur 
was, That none of them came — without bringing 
fomething.: one brought a Grain of Wheat, another. 
Grain of Rye Or Oats, or a Particle of dry Earth , if the 
could get nothing elfe. 

The Window, upon which thofe Ants had made their 
Settlemenr, look’d into a Garden, and was Two Stories 
—* Some went to the further end of the Garden. 
others to the Fifth Story, in queft of fome Corn. Ie was 
a very hard Journey for them, efpecially when they came 
Home loaded with a pretty large Grain of Corn, which 
muft needs be a heavy Barthen for an Ant,and as much as 
fhe can bear. ‘The bringing of that Grain from the mid. 
dle of the Garden to the Neft , took up Four Hours; 
whereby one may judge of the Strength and prodigious 
Labour of thofe little Animals. It appears from thence, 
that an Ant works as hard as a Man, who fhould carry a 
very heavy Load on his Shoulders almoft every Day for

All thofe Experiments may csbtybe. mada be 
any one. that has Patience enough ; They. do not require 
fo.great a. Patience as that of Ants ; bur few People ace 
capable of it. riegsw 
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Thus my Ants were forced to make fhift for a Liveli- 
hood, when I had fhut up the Garret, out of which they 
fetch’d their Provifions. At laft , being fenfible that ic 
would be a long time before they could difcover the 
{mall Heap of Corn, which I had laid up for them, I re- 
folved to thew it to them, 

In order to know how far their Induftry could reach, I 
contrived an Expedient, which had a good Succefs : The 
thing will appear incredible to thofe, who never confi. 
déced, that all Animals of the famie Kind, which form a 
Society, are more knowing than others. I took one of 
the largeft Ants, and threw her upon that fmall Heap of 
Wheat. She was fo glad to find her felf at Liberty, chat 
fhe ran away to her Neft, without taking any Corn ; but 
fhe obferved it : For an Hour after all my Ants had No- 
tice given them of fuch a Provifion ; and I faw moft of 
them very bufy in carrying away the Corn I had laid up 
in the Room: I leave it to you to judge, whether it may 
not be faid, that they have a particular Way of commu- 
nicating their Knowledge to one another ; for otherwife 
how could they know, one or two Hours after, that there 
was fome Corn in that place ? It was quickly exhautted ; 
and I put in more, but in a fmall Quantity , to know the 
true Extent of their Appetite or prodigious Avarice ; for 
I make no doubt but they lay up Provifions againft the 
Winter : We read it in the Holy Scripture ; a Thoufand 
Experiments teach us the fame ; and I don’t believe that 
any Experiment has been made that fhews the contrary. 

I have faid before, that there were Three Ants-Nefts in 
that Box or Parterre,which formed, if I may fay fo, Three 
different Cities, goverand by the fame Laws, and obferv- 
ing the fame Order, and the fame Cuftoms. However 
there was this Difference , that the Inhabitants of one of 
thofe Holes feem'd to be more ‘Knowing and Induftrious 
than their Neighbours. The Ants of that Neft were dif- 
pofed in a better Order ; their Corn was finer; they had a 
greater Plenty of Provifions; their Neft was furnifhed 
with more Inhabitants,and they were bigger and ftronger: 
It was the Principal and the Capital Neft. Nay, I ob- 
ferved that thofe Ants were diftinguith’d from the reft, 
and had fome Pre-eminence over them. 

Tho the Box full of Earth, where the Ants had made 
their Settlement, was generally free from Rain ; yet ic 
rained fometimes upon it, when a certain Wind blew. It 
was a great Inconvenience for thofe Infeés : Ants are 
afraid of Water ; and when they go a great way in queft 
of Provifions, and are furprifed by the Rain, they fhelter 
themfelves under fome Tile, or fomething elfe, and don’t 
come out till the Rain is over. The Ants of the Princi- 
pal Neft found out a wonderful Expedient to keep out 
the Rain : There was a {mall Piece of a flat Slate , which 
they laid over the Hole of their Neft, in the Day-time, 
when they forefaw ic would rain,and almoft every Night. 
Above Fifty of thofe little Animals, efpecially the ftrong- 
eft, furrounded that Piece of Slate and drew it equally in 
a wonderful Order : They removed it in the Morning ; 
and nothing could be more Curious than to fec thofe little 
Animals about fuch a Work. They had made the Ground 
uneven about their Neft, infomuch that the Slate did not 
lye flat upon it, and left a free Paffage underneath. The 
Ants of the Two other Nefts did not fo well fucceed in 
keeping out the Rain: They laid over their Holes feveral 
Pieces of old and dry Plaifter-one upon the ‘other ; but 
they were {till troubled with the Rain, and the next Day 
they took a world of Pains to repair the Damage. Hence 
it is, that,thofe Iuſects are fo frequently to be d un- 
der Tiles, where they fertle themfelves to avoid'the Rain. 
Their Nefts are at all times covered with thofe Tiles, 
without any Incumbrance’, and they lay out their Corn 
and their dry Earth in the Sun about the Tiles, as one 
my, Coasavany Day, I took care to cover the Two Ants- 
Neits, that-were troubled with the Rain : As for the Ca. 
pital Neft, there was no need of exerting my Charity to- 
wards it. |. / ~ 

M. de la Loubere {ays in his Relation of Siam , that ina 
certain Part of that Kingdom, which lies to great 
Inundations, all che Ants make their $ nts Upon 
Trees : No Ants-Nefts are to be feen any where clfe. I 
need not infert here what thatAuthor fays about thofe In- 
fe&ts : You may fee his Relation, | 

Here follows a Curious Experiment, which I made up- 
on the fame Ground, where I had Three Ants-Nefts. I 
underteok to make a Fourth, and went about it in the 
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following manner. In a Corner of a Kind of a Tértag; 
at a confiderable Diftance from the Box, I found a Ho 
{warming with Ants much larger than all thofe I had al. 
ready feen ; bue they were not fo well provided ‘with 
Corn, nor under fo a Government. I made 4 Hole 
in the Box like that of an Ants-Neft , and laid, as it were, 
the Foundations of a new City. Afterwards I got as ma- 
ny Ants as I could out of the Neft inthe Térrais, and put 
them into a Bottle, to give them a new Habitation in my 
Box ; and becaufe I was afraid, they would return to the 
Terrafs, I deftroyed their old Neft , pouring boyling 
Water into the Hole, ro kill chofe Ants that remained ia 
it. In the next place, I fill’d the new Hole with the Ant 
that were in the Bottle ; but noneof them would ftay i 
it: They went away in lefs than Two Hours; which 
made me believe, that it was impoflible co make a Fourth 
Settlement in my Box. rf 

Two or Three Days after , going accidentally over the 
Terrafs, I was very much furprifed to fee the Ants-Ne 
which I had deftroyed, very artfully repaired. I refol 
then to deftroy it entirely, and to fertle thofe Anrs i 
my Box. To fucceed in my Defign’, I put fome Gun. 
powder and Brimftone into their Hole , and fprung a 
Mine, whereby the whole Neft was ovetthrown ; af 
then I carried as many Ants as I could get into the Place: 
which I defign’d for them. It happen’d to be a: very 
rainy Day, and it rained all Night; and therefore they 
remained in the new Hole all that time. In the Morn. 
ing, when the Rain was over, moft of thent went away 
to repair their old Habitation ; but finding it imprattica~ 
ble by Reafon of the Smell of Powder and Brimftone. 
which kills them, they came back “sein and ſettled in 
the Place I had appointed for them. * quickly grew 
acquainted with their Neighbours , 7 deceived’ trust 
them all manner of Affiftance out of their Hole. As for 
the infide of their Neft , none but chemfelves wert con 
cerned in it, according to the inviolable Laws eftablifh'd 
among thofe Animals. ‘ 

An Ant never goes into another Neft but her own ; and 
if fhe would venture to do it, fhe would be tarn'd our 
and feverely punifh’d. I have often taken an Ant‘out of 
one Neft, to put her into another ; but the quickly came 
out, being warmly purfu'd by two or three other Ants, 
I tried the fame Experiment feveral times with the fame 
Ant ; but at laft the other Ants grew impatient, and tore 
her to pieces. I have often frighted fome Ants with my 
Fingers, and purfued them as fat as another Hole, ftop. 
Bing all the Paflages to prevent their going to their own 

elt, Ic was very natural for them to fly into the next 
Hole ; Many a Man would not be fo cautious, and would 
throw himfelf out of the Windows, or into a Well; if 
he was purfued by fome Affaflins.. But the Ants J ar 
{peaking of, avoided going into another Hole than thei 
own, and rather tried all other ways of making their 
—*3* : They never fled into another Neft, but at the 
laft Extremity ; and fometimes rather chofe to be taken 
as I have often experienc’d. ’Tis therefore an invio
